TORCH AND DRUM. 


The Republicans Hold Their 
Ratification. 


THOUSANDS 
OK 
SPECTATORS 


A bout E ig h te e n H undred P a rad ers 
in L ine—An E v e n in g of 
K evelry. 


The Bupporiere of Harrison and Mor­ 
ton turned out to have a jollification ra the 
city lest njght,and if hooting and the burn­ 
ing of red fire had anything to do with 
it they certainly had all they desired. 
From an early hour in the evening the 
route along which the procession was to 
pats was lined with a surging crowd of 
individuals, some of whom were rendered 
distinctively Republican by the wearing 
of dim inutive roosters on their hsad/- 
«ear, while others were good staunch 
Democrats who had turned out to eee 
how their opponents would celebrate the 
victory they had achieved. 
Ever and 
anon rockets would speed their way 
heavenwards, adding with the luster o f 
their many-colored 
sparks 
to 
the 
effect 
of 
the 
twinkliDg 
starR 
in 
the 
clear 
eky 
overhead 
while the glare of hundreds of torch­ 
lights made even the blase issuing from 
the carbons on the electric masts appear 
subdued and tam e. The conflicting music 
of numerous bands filled the air, and 
mounted m arshals, in an excited frame 
of mind, dashed up and down the streets 
at intervals in their efforts to get in order 
the hosts of their command. By 8 o’clock 
the procession had started and the uproar 
began. The lowest estimate of the crowd 
on the streets places it at 125,000, and of 
this num ber a large proportion contrib­ 
uted to the din by responding to the 
cries of those in line. 
First in the pa­ 
rade came the most orderly detachment 
of 
ail, 
the mounted 
police, 
who 
in the 
performance 
of 
their 
duty 
cleared the streets and pressed back 
on to the sidewalks those who, over­ 
anxious to see what was coming had 
crowded into the centre of the road in a 
dense mass. 
A band, playing the time- 
honored 
musical 
relic, 
“ Marching 
through Georgia,” followed next in line 
and heralded the advent of a body of 
irregu'are, yclept the Harrison cavalry. 
These gentlemen hardly conveyed the 
idea of the military title they had as­ 
sumed, for some of them, judging by 
their display of horsemenship, were evi­ 
dently unfortunate individuals who, with 
an idea of covering themselves with 
political glory, had been induced to in­ 
vest some of their protected wages in 
livery hacks, regarding whose manage­ 
ment they 
felt 
timidly 
querulous. 
They were followed by Tippecanoe veter­ 
ans in carriages, whose enthusiasm found 
vent in small banners which they waved 
in response to the greetings they re­ 
ceived from friends who recognized them 
as they passed by. The Oro Fino Clnhr 
men rendered noticeable by their caper*, 
made a strong showing and the braes- 
lunged members of the 
organization 
yelled so much and so loudly that even 
their adm iréis were glad when they be­ 
came so hoarse that they 
could be 
scarcely heard any more. The Pasadena 
white stockings looked very clean and 
neat and paved the way for a hetero­ 
geneous 
mass 
of 
political organ­ 
izations of every sort and description. 
Some of them consisted exclusively of 
Ethiopians, who looked as happy as if 
somebody had left them a fortune, while 
the broad brim med hats of a Quaker 
contingent drew attention to the dele 
gates from the hillside city of W hittier. 
Banners and mottoes as varied as those 
who carried them were borne aloft, some 
of the inscriptions being very popular for 
those of Republican proclivities, in many 
cases being allusions to President Cleve­ 
land 
as 
affected 
by 
the 
result 
of 
the 
election. 
One 
of 
the 
legends 
composed 
by 
an 
indi­ 
vidual who will doubtless be haunted 
by the shades of Lindley Murray read, 
‘‘The Irish done it,” while another effu­ 
sion iu a poetical strain said, “ Grover, 
Grover, 4 m onths more, and then ’twill 
be 4 years be-4 you get another show.” 
Conspicuous in the line was “ Mr. Mur­ 
chison and his friends,” these gentlemen 
looking like an irregular detachment of 
lancers, as they held on high bare poles 
on the tops of which fluttered picavunish 
stars and stripes. 
W hat induced a 
number of the paradera to arm them ­ 
selves 
with 
cowbells, 
which 
they 
tolled incessantly, no one could conceive, 
unless it was a synonym of the follow- 
your-leader policy which had distin­ 
guished the party during the campaign. 
The grotesque element was, of course, 
present, being represented by carnival 
costumes typifying all classes of human 
creation, from society belles to denizens 
of the realms preeided over by the wary 
Pluto, and these masqueraders afforded 
ample opportunity for the exercise of the 
talents of the “ gnying” element in the 
spectators. 
Altogether there were about 
1,800 
in 
line, 
and 
the 
march­ 
ing 
and 
countermarching 
up 
Maiu and Spring streets occupied fully 
two hours from the time the parade 
started. It fell, however, far short of 
the hopes of the organizers of the affair, 
however, for m any of those whom it was 
anticipated would swell the ranks pre­ 
ferred to appear in the roles of spectators 
to taking an active part in the proceed­ 
ings. 
Cine good effect of the affair was 
to make the town livelier than it has 
been for some time past, for the special 
trains run by the Santa Fe and South­ 
ern Pacific companies conveyed into 
town a big num ber of visitors from 
the eurrouuding county. 
After the pag­ 
eant was over one or two election bets of 
the wheelbarrow species were decided, 
and then the throng rapidly thinned out, 
for the air was chilly and by midnight 
the town had renewed its wonted appear­ 
ance, although the sounds of revelry 
issuing from crowded saloons showed 
that the “ free whisky” men were still 
holding high carnival. A celebration on 
a small scale was, it is said, held among 
the Chinamen in their own quartern dur­ 
ing the evening, for the Mongolians are 
fitmly convinced that the election of 
Harrison will redound to their benefit.

• ffered to give land for such a factory. 
Now who will take stock in and help on 
the enterprise ? It is one well worthy 
your attention. 
There are scores of skilled mechanics 
ready to go to w ork; there are am ple 
and convenient building sites: there is a 
liberal dem and for the gooas; and no 
doubt there is ample capital to build and 
equip the factories if this m atter could 
be properly presented to the moneyed 
men of this and Eastern cities. 
If furniture can he made here at a 
saving—and there is no doubt of this 
fact—and if the establishm ent of an in­ 
stitution of this kind will benefit this 
city, and surely it m ust, why not have 
one? 
Why give the benefit of this busi­ 
ness to other places? 
Why not foster 
and encourage this and ail sim ilar enter­ 
prises which tend to develop the State, 
and especially this city ? Every piece of 
furniture used in California should lie 
made in the State, and thus add to its 
population and its wealth by keeping the 
profit paid others by making these goods 
at home. 
After reading the above, do not say 
'th at is so” or "th at is not so,” but a>-k 
ourself the question, "W hat can I do to 
ielp the cause ?”

The Turkish religious 
tribunal consulted the Armenian rene­ 
gade, and on his advice enforced the 
Mohammedan instead of the Armenian 
law, and ordered that the 
property 
should be divided between the two fami­ 
lies, thus violating the privileges of the 
Armenian Church.

the Council of State, which, after long 
deliberation, reversed the decision of 
the lower court.

ever, the Sultan interfered in favor of 
the original judgm ent. 
Subsequently 
the Armenian Judge brought accusations 
of conspiracy against many of his coun­ 
trym en, but he has at lost over-reached 
himself. 
H is charges were investigated, 
and being fonnd false, he has now been 
deprived of his office and exiled to Tri­ 
poli.— [London Daily News.

Every one rem embers that Mr. Cleve­ 
land carried the State of New York in 
1884 by a plurality of abont eleven hun­ 
dred. 
One year later Governor Hill 
carried it over Ira Davenport, the Re 
publican candidate, 
supposed to be 
an exceptionally strong candidate, by 
a plurality of eleven thousand. 
All the

Barley, wheat, corn and hay all pay 
large profits to the industrious, energetic 
farmer.

sent out of the county for butter and 
cheese there is an opportunity to make 
money in the dairy business.

Mr. W iight had been a witness of the 
affair, ami gave the whole «le.tails from 
the beginning to the death ot Key. The 
Presi«lent at first, seemed much dis­ 
pleased, lmt after learning th a t Key had 
subjected Sherbourne to so mar.y un­ 
called-for indignities that there was no 
other alternative but to fight, the latter 
challenged Key accordingly and gave 
him that sort of satisfaction he courted 
the G eneral, with a long-drawn breath 
said : 
“ Bad, sir; had, sir. I deplore duel 
ing, but it is sometimes an absolute 
necessity.” 
The old General hail l>een there him ­ 
self several times. 
One of the greatest characteristics of 


paved and uneven, simply country roads. 
There was not then a building south of 
the avenue down to the river front, save 
a^ f«iw farm like houses here and there. 
Except the public buildings, there wero 
not 100 dwellings built of brick and mor­ 
tar. 
West of the White House there was 
a space of a mile without a singlo build­ 
ing. Near Rock Creek there was a small 
cluster of buildings. 
Until Georgetown 
was reached there w as almost a barren 
common. 
I t was in Georgetown where 
nearly all the wealthy, or as then called, 
“ quality,” lived. 
Georgetown was cer­ 
tainly a charm ing little place, so delight­ 
ful to reside in, containing as it did more 
lovely girls to the squre inch than any 
other place in the wide world except 
Baltimore. 
It was while I resided here 
I had so many opportunities of seeing 
and making the acquaintance of the 
statesmen of Jacksou's Administration. 
Not only this, but the President himself. 
It was my duty nearly every day to go 
over to the city, and often to the W hite 
House, on business m atters for a large 
mercantile house then on High street, 
where I was then engaged. 
I became 
well known to the Presuient as “ Mr. 
W right’s boy,” but 
occasionally as 
Mr. W right’s “ young gentlem an.” In 
this m anner I learned many of the char­ 
acteristics of the General, and many 
interesting circumstances occurred that 
will be remembered to the end of life. 
On Prospect Hill, or, as then called, 
“ Society H ill,” resided the elite of the 
district. 
The original owner of this de­ 
lightful locality was John Templeman, 
President of the Union Bank, and the 
grandsire of Mr. Richard W. Templeman 
of Baltimore. 
Frauds S. Key, author 
of “ Star Spangled Banner,” owned a 
large residence adjoining one owned by 
Raphael Serames, whose nephew com­ 
manded the Alabama. Then came the 
Russian M inister’s residence, Count de 
Bodisco, whose wife was Mrs. H arriet 
Williams, adm itted to be the most beau­ 
tiful woman living in Georgetown, but 
Georgetown was then absolutely filled 
to overflowing with lovely women. The 
Misses Ridgt-ly, Wright, Templeman, 
Nicholls, Semrnes, Mason and Smoots 
were all of them reigning queens of love 
and beauty. In addition to the attrac­ 
tions of society, Georgetown held within 
its limits many of the most distinguished 
men. armv and navy officers, and foreign 
Ambassadors as well. 
The White House then, compared to 
the present, was not the Bame building. 
Then it was simply a home, almost as 
private and unostentatious as the hum ­ 
blest farm-house could be. 
On going 
there one would see nothing to indicate 
th a t it was the “ Presidential M ansion.” 
One or two servants, and the Secretary 
of the President, Major Donaldson .would 
be about all the inmates to be seen. 
Be­ 
fore one could see the President it would 
be necessary to look up Jem m y M aher, 
the G eneral’s right bower. 
Jem m y was 
the doorkeeper, gardener, hostler, mes­ 
senger, besides purveyor and cashier— 
in point of fact, Jem m y looked after 
everything. 
On one occasion while showing the 
President a sample of cutlery just im ­ 
ported from 
Sheffield, England, and 
waiting for an order of the same, for use 
in the White House, I witnessed a scene 
th a t occurred between the President and 
the renowned Davy Crockett, then a 
member of Congress from Tennessee. 
Crockett had asked the General for an 
appointm ent for a friend and had failed 
to get it. Feeling slighted, he came up 
to tell the President so. 
Never in W ash­ 
ington did two braver men m eet face to 
face. 
Crockett told the President his 
opinion of him in no choice words, and 
w ith great emotions of rage. 
Being 
alone, the General, knowing the charac­ 
ter of the man, asked Crockett w hat 
were his real intentions, keeping his eye 
on Crockett fixedly and coolly. Crockett 
in a like m anner said : 
“ Nothing—nothing more than th is : 
I 
am done with you for life!’’ 
The President made no reply what­ 
ever, but his eye followed Crockett until 
he left th e room. 
Crockett kept his word, for at the earli­ 
est moment he went South and then to 
Texan, where, it is well known, he met 
his death at the Alamo, fighting in the 
cause of Texas, leaving an im perishable 
record of daring bravery, unexcelled any­ 
where. 
On another occasion, while at the 
W hite House, I asked the General if he 
had seen the New York papers, just re­ 
ceived by mail. He said, “ No, air; have 
you?” 
I replied that I hud just heard that the 
city of New York was nearly burned up, 
and that there was great excitem ent on 
th e Avenue about it. 
At once, without a 
word, he reached for his h at and over­ 
coat, and posted off* to see the Attorney- 
•en e ra l, B. F . Butler of New York, who 
was then living near by. 
0 n another occasion Mr. Rodgers, a 
member of Congress from the Cherokee 
District, Mississippi, called to see the 
President in relation to m atters concern­ 
ing his district. 
The President noticed 
Mr. Rodgers awaiting an interview, and 
said ; 
. 
“ W hat can I do for you, sir?” 
Mr. Rodgers, who was a half-breed 
Cherokee and chief of the tribe, ans­ 
wered: 
“ Look at these papers, your Excel­ 
lency.” 
“ Mr. Rodgers, stop, stop! Call me 
Mr. President, sir, Mr. P iesident.” 
Rodgers looked confused, and 
the 
President then, pointing bis hand to the 
papers on the table, continued: 
“ Promise me, Mr. Rodgers, to drop 
that expression, and 1 promise you that 
you shall have my consent to all your 
wants in the Cherokee country.” 
No one living in Washington then can 
say that they ever k n e w the President to 
ase a vehiole of any kind. 
His old 
blftok mare carried him wherever he 


feeling, no doubt, by being so often 
brought to confront the British troops 
and the iutrigues of English statesmen. 
From the very beginning of the Revo­ 
lutionary War Jaek8o-i was more or iess 
in fighting harness. 
W hen only 14 lie 
volunteered to meet the British, who 
were then committing depredations upon 
the defenseless people of South Carolina. 
He once remarked in my hearing: “ I 
like Baltimore, because the footnriut of 
a British soldier has never been seen 
there.’’—[Balti more A tuerican. 


T H E PRISON S H IP MARTYRS.

The resolution now pending in Con­ 
gress looking to the erection of a monu 
ment to the mcnmrv of the “ m artyrs of 
the British prison ships iu Wallaboiit. Bay 
during 
the Revolutionary w ar,” has 
awakened much 
interest 
among the 
younger generation, and m any inquiries 
have Deen made at the Navy Yard re­ 
cently to have tho place where these 
prison ships were berthed pointed out. 
A couple of 
yearH 
ago, 
when an 
excavation for a new sewer was being 
made in the Navy Yard, a large number 
of bones were thrown up by the work­ 
men. 
The bonos were broken and dis­ 
jointed, hut the skulls, more than _ 
hundred in all, wero found entire and 
well preserved. 
They were all found 
together in neatly the same spot, heaped 
together as though the excavations had 
crossed one of the trenches, ami lay be­ 
neath a clayey subsoil in a stratum of 
beach sand that probably formed the 
beach during the period of the Revolu­ 
tion. 
The finding of these bones was the 
sequel to oue of the most horrible and 
barbarous crimes that were ever prac­ 
ticed iu a civilized ago and in a civilized 
country, and which began shortly after 
the capture of New York by the British 
and did not entirely cease till the close 
of war. 
The British prison-ships some 
half dozen in all, were anchored off the 
m outh of the Wall about Bay. They were 
dism antled and lay there mere hulks, 
their holds crowded to suffocation with 
prisoners, most of them American priva­ 
teers, against whom the British were es­ 
pecially bitter and cruel. 
The two most 
noted of those vessels were tho W hitby 
and the Jersey, and the brutal, barbar­ 
ous treatm ent of the prisoners upon 
them 
was 
equal 
to, 
if 
not 
worse, 
than 
th at 
practiced 
upon 
the Federal soldiers in tho rebel prisons 
at Andersonville and Richmond, and 
excited general execration. 
The prisoners were half starved, and 
the sanitary condition of the ships was 
so vile with the foul air and filth that 
contagious diseases were contracted, and 
the wretched and sick men, being with­ 
out medical aid, died by scores daily. 
The bodies of the victims were taken to 
the shore and thrown into hastily dug 
trenches with so slight a covering of 
earth over them that it soon washed 
away and left the bodies exposed. The 
num ber of deaths from im proper treat­ 
m ent on these ships was said to be 11,000, 
but this is thought to have been a low 
estimate. 
Iu m any instances tho prisoners, pre­ 
ferring death to their m isery, contrived 
to set fire to the vessels in which they 
were confined, and hundreds were suffo­ 
cated by the smoke, but the vessels were 
Baved from destruction until, ultimately, 
the W hitby was burned. 
The Jersey 
was anchored in the channel, and there 
it rem ained for some time after the close 
of the war, so infected by disease that 
no one dared to go on board. 
Finally 
she rotted and sank. 
In 1808 several 
hundred of the bodies were removed to a 
spot near where the Marine Hospital 
now stands, and where the burial spot 
was marked by a temporary monument. 


A n I n t e r c a t i n g f u r i o s i t y . 
One of the most interesting curiosities 
in the United States is a piece of mosaic 
from the floor of the tem ple of Astarte, 
built by the Romans at Carthage, which 
is preserved in the National Museum at 
W ashington. 
It is 2,000 years old, and 
represents a yellow lion in the act of 
killing a horse. 
Eves, teeth, blood 
spots and all are depicted by bits of 
atone. The fragm ent is about seven feet 
square, and is valued at $25,000.—[Pitts­ 
burg Dispatch.

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LAW AND MARRIAGE. 


Imperative Need for Whole­ 
some Legislation. 


AN ALARMING STATE OF A FFA IRS. 


lu th e U nited S tates th e Law of th e 
C eleb ratio n o f M arriag e 
is 
S h am efully D eficient. 


In the earlieBt period, when popula­ 
tion was small, scattered aud agricultu­ 
ral, when society was sim ple, frugal and 
conservative, respect for law and con­ 
formity to civil regulations were almost 
universal. 
M oreover, as settlers of the 
same race and faith usually dwelt to­ 
gether, there was unanim ity of sentiment 
in the protection of the common interest 
and the m aintenance of social order. 
Hence the statutory forms for the cele­ 
bration of marriage were generally ob­ 
served. 
Though not all-essential, the 
im partiality with which they were en­ 
forced spread abroad the salutary im­ 
pression that they were equally indis­ 
pensable to constitute matrimony. 
Now, this isa great, a rapidly-growing 
nation. There exists the widest diversity 
of race, religion and sentiments. Popula­ 
tion is congregating in cities. Labor, for 
sakiug the fields, is crowding into factor­ 
ies and tenements. 
In the shops, in the 
factories, in nearly every occupation, at 
great odds and under peculiar tem pta­ 
tions, women compete w ith men in the 
selfish, exacting struggle for preferment 
for daily bread. Industrial struggle and 
discontent and social evils are rife in the 
community. 
In 
view 
of 
these 
facts 
are 
we 
fortify iDg 
our 
social 
institutions, 
and 
strengthen­ 
ing the foundations of social order? 
And the family—the unit and the Bource 
of society—are we guarding its dignity 
and confirming its approaches by the 
sanctities of religion and the safeguards 
of law? Nay, our courts are forsaking, 
not protecting, are tearing down, not 
building np, “ the very basis of the whole 
fabric of civilized society.” 
For the 
knowledge is rapidly spreading from the 
highest coarts in this country that in 
forming the marriage relation there is no 
need of m agistrate or minister, or of any 
formality whatever. 
“ It is siugular,” 
said Chief Justice G ilchrist, of New 
Ham pshire, “ that the most im portant of 
all 
hum an 
contracts, 
on 
which 
the 
rights 
and 
duties 
of 
the 
whole community 
depend, 
requires 
lees 
formality 
for 
its 
validity 
than a conveyance of an acre of la n d ,a 
policy of insurance, or the agreements 
which the statute of frauds requires 
should be in writing.” 
W hat wonder, 
then, th at the disregard of the “ legis­ 
lative recommendation and advice” is 
constantly increasing, and the evil of 
clandestine marriages and secret unions, 
by destroying the integrity of the family, 
is 
sapping the foundations 
of 
so­ 
ciety? 
Can 
the 
courts 
deny an 
easy termination to the 
relation to 
which they permit so easy an entrance? 
“The contract of marriage is the most 
im portant of all hum an transactions;” 
yet, the form and circumstances of its 
execution being left to the will and 
caprice of the parties, its existence may 
be involved in the utmost uncertainty 
and obscurity. 
“ W hether the relation 
of husband and wife lawfully exists 
never should be left uncertain.” These 
are the words of Chancellor K ent, and 
yet it is a corollary of the doctrine which 
he introduced that the exietence of this 
contract, when judicially called in ques­ 
tion, may be established merely by evi­ 
dence of the subsequent conduct of the 
parties and of their reputation in the 
community. 
But it may be said that, in fact, sec 
recy and uncertainty are rare in forming 
the marriage relation, because custom 
and public sentiment are as a rule able 
to secure the observance of religious 
forms. 
This assertion, even if admitted 
to be true, is not pertinent. 
For the law 
m ust be shaped so as to control, not 
those who follow, but those who disre­ 
gard custom aud public sentiment. “ The 
system of irregular marriage now per­ 
m itted by the law in Scotland,” says the 
report of the Royal Commission on the 
Laws of M arriage, “ appears to us to be 
irreconcilable with the principle that, in 
a contract of this importance, the law 
should aim at the attainm ent of the 
greatest possible degree of certainty. To 
whatever extent its operations may be 
narrowed or corrected by the sentiments 
and habits of the people, it seems to us 
undeniable that it opens the door to 
much doubt and uncertainty.” 
By the law of nature, marriage may be 
constituted by the mutual present con­ 
sent of competent persons, without the 
addition of any formality. 
Such is our 
prevailing or unwritten common law to­ 
day. Hence, upon this m atter of vital 
and universal concern the United States 
has the minimum of civil regulation and 
requirem ents—the law of nature as it 
exists am ong savage tribes, and as it 
was in the Middle Ages, the darkest 
period of modern times. 
B at in the United States this law ex­ 
ists not only at a critical period, but also 
at certain points. 
The Kent doctrine is 
spreading w ithout dissent throughout 
our W estern States and our Territories. 
In many, if not in the most of these, 
society is still in its formative stage. Its 
constructive, healthful forces are already 
severely taxed in their Btruggle toward 
law, order, morality and religion. 
As in 
all communities, society in the West 
must center about the family ; and upon 
th e fate of the latter the fate of the 
former must rest. 
W hat a risk, theu, is 
ran, while the courts disclaim and the 
Legislatures disregard all responsibility. 
Another significant and startling fact 
is th at this is the law also in localities 


cities is largely, in some m ainly, foreign 
born ; and the swelling tide of immigra­ 
tion l>earB to us, unfortunately, not the 
protective, conservative spirit displayed 
abroad toward the marriage celebration, 
but the social evils that fester and 
threaten in Europe. 
Much is said of the 
im m inent danger to the State through 
the political corruption of the cities; and 
of their social condition a vivid though 
limited impression was received from 
the 
recent 
A narchist 
disturbances. 
Though thoir actual condition is not 
and cannot be described, sufficient is 
known to make their reclamation a work 
of immediate necessity. To be sure, 
society cannot be reformed by act of 
Legislature. 
But a law should embody 
the truths of experience and should ex­ 
press the better sentiment of the commu­ 
nity. 
In both respects our law of the 
celebration of marriage is shamefully de­ 
ficient, and can be rectified only by leg­ 
islation. 
W hether the evil has resulted 
from the blunders of the Legislatures or 
from the misinterpretations of the courts, 
is not at present the chief concern. The 
evil exiBts; the remedy is clear. 
In 
theory, the Legislatuie makes and the 
Courts interpret the law. 
In this case, 
the Courts have so interpreted the law 
that it must be made over by the Legis­ 
lature.—[Atlantic Monthly.

And yet it was Islam which inspired 
the minds of such men as Ibn Sina (Ave- 
cenna), Abul W alid (Averroes), Abu 
Bakr (Avempace), and A1 Gliazali, and 
enabled them to retain the knowledge of 
God am idst the abstractions of philo­ 
sophical research. I t was Islam that 
crushed a corrupt form of Christianity, 
and for centuries led the van of the 
nations in the march of literature and 
science.

ng m ucous, the uvula or pedulua part which 
hangs down from th e curtain oi the palate and 
the tonsils. 
ACUTE OR SIMPLE SORE THROAT. 
The moat sim ple form of throat disease is 
iullainm ation of th e m ucous m em brane, re­ 
su ltin g from recent cold. 
It is moat prevalent 
in cold or dam p weather. The sym ptom s are 
a roughness In tn e threat, w ith h h ight pain 
and sw elling. Tbe throat looks red and angry 
and the tongue is slightly coated w ith white 
fur 
W ithin a lew days sm all w hitish spots, 
which look like nlcers, form on tho back of the 
throat aud about the root or llie tougue. 
If the 
attack lie m ild, the>e aphthous poluts disap­ 
pear at (Be end of three or four days, but when 
more severe they leave behind them superficial 
ulcers. When th e scute Inflam m ation is nut 
e n tire ly rem oved it. Is likely to deg« neat" luto 
a chronic form, ami gradually develop wh*.t is 
called g ran u lar disease, o r it m ay end in an 
abscess of the tonsil glands, o r cause chrouic 
enlargem ent of th e tonsils an d clougatlou of 
the uvnla. 
CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 
This like nearly all affections of tho throvt 
and nose, usually begins w ith a Bevere oold, 
«nd is alm ost alw ays attended w ith a boarse- 
uess. It is m ore frequently a m ere extension 
o f catarrh or sore throat than an original dis­ 
ease. th e irritation escaping down and fixing 
Itself upon the delicate organism of th is part, 
and thence gradually journeying onw ard to 
the lungs. W hen it occurs as a consequence of 
catarrh or sore throat, th e sym ptom s are com- 
parat.vely m ild. There may be pain but it Is 
m ore com m on to find only a stn se of tickling 
w hich provokes cough. Many com plain of a 
sensation as < f "som ething sticking th ere," to 
get rid of which they keep np a iaBping effort 
to clear th e w indpipe. The voice is always 
m ore or less affected, being rough In th e early 
stupe, but m ore feeble after th e disease is fully 
established. There is often a Blight tenderness 
over th at prom inence of tho neck know n as the 
"Apple of A 'lam " (Pom nm Adam), a h ea t and 
a sense of tightness and frequently some slight 
difficulty In swaTowing. 
The causes w hich produce this form of dis­ 
ease are various. It ari*es lu clergym en aud 
public speakers and others from too violent 
use of the voice. Tbe vocal cordB become ex ­ 
hausted and lose th eir tone from straining and 
overuse. Dust and all irritatin g m atters in the 
air are liable to Do drawn into the windpipe 
and produce irritatlou. 
It is more often a 
m ere sequel to sore throat, the inflam m ation 
extending down to the larn y x by reason of the 
continuity of m ucous m em brane. 
B ut from 
whatever cause it ariseB it ... 
always a serious m alady. The chronic form 
threatens the com plete destruction 
of 
the 
voice, and rarely ends un til It has involved 
the lungs In disease. Every slight cold, every 
change in itac w eather, every flight of dust, 
feeds tho irrit-uion aud Increases th e inveter­ 
acy of its hold. 
On tb e other h and chronic laryngitis fre­ 
q uently occurs bb a sequel of consum ption, 
aud is produced, or at least very m uch aggra­ 
vated, by th e iriitatio n of tho expectorated 
m atter. O ccurring as a consequence of tuber­ 
cles, It iB one of tbe m ost distressing com plica­ 
tions and adds greatly to th e patient’s distress. 
In th is form there is m ore or Jess ulceration of 
th e vocal chords, beginning on th e lew er side 
aud gradually extending upward. These ulcers 
often penetrate through the m ucous and cellu­ 
lar m em branes, iuvolvlug th e m uscular tissue 
and not infrequently attaek th e ligam ents ar.d 
cartilages them selves. 
W hen the laryngeal disease is secondary to 
that of the lungs, and dependent upon it. we 
can only hope to effect a cure by those m eans 
w hich will rem ove Its cause, and these we 
have considered, and shall m ore fully consider, 
und er the head of "C onsum ption." 
In addition 
to 
inflam m ation, 
acute or 
chronic, the larynx is liable to abscesses, to 
w arty grow ths and to 
Dolipi. 
Under the 
action of long continued Irritation th e vocal 
cords become thickened, rendering th e voice 
husky and indistinct. 
And again, we m ay 
have com plete loss of voice from palsy of the 
cords, constituting an affection know n to th e 
physicians by th e term of "A phonia." Unless 
the rem edies are applied to the seat of th e 
disease it is useless to try to effect a cure. It is 
for th is reason th a t judicious inhalations are 
successful when all other m eans have been 
tried w ithout av a il. 
TONSILITIS 
Is an acate inflam m ation oi tn e tonsils, 
w hich consists of a collection or m ass of sm all 
m ucous follicles or glands whose office is to 
secrete a portion of tb e fluid which keeps the 
throat m oist. There are persons w ho snffler 
every w inter, 
som etim es oitener, with an 
attack of acute Inflam m ation of these glands. 
The trouble begins with a slight soreness and 
Bwelllug, which gradually increases until tbe 
act of sw allow ing is attended with great suffer­ 
ing. 
These glands are som etimes affected by 
chronic Inflam m ation, an d are found enlarged 
and very m uch Hardened. In such cases they 
secrete a th in , 
unhealthy, lrilta tin e fluid, 
w hich Is spread over the throat, perpetuating 
th e disease. In th e throats of m auy vouug 
persons these glands are perm anently so large 
as to render respiration exceedingly difficult. 
The defective breathing 
of 
children llius

affected often occasions contraction of th e 
chest, and lays tho foundation for consum p­ 
tion. The en 'ta ch iau tubes (the m ouths of 
w hich are ju st above th e palate) aro often In­ 
flamed, aud partial deafness Is the reMilu 
Many p atien ts suffering from a th ro at dis­ 
ease are dyspeptic, aud suffer from depression 
of spirits. 
Bo often docs tnis sym ptom present 
itself th a t it may alm ost be regarded as one of 
th e peculiar tieB. Persons thus afflicted have 
usually the dark an d dingy look of the face 
w hich denotes functional derangem ent of the 
liver. They are frequently em aciated, nerv­ 
ous, hypochrondriacal, irritab le and often ex­ 
hausted from other causes, im com bination 
w ith this disease. 


GRANULAR BORE THROAT 
la the most serious lorm or inroat dlseasa. It is 
so called because on looking Into the th ro at 
granulations of various sizes are seen, studding 
the m em brane and causing it to appear rough 
and uneven. 
Sometim es these granulations 
appear in patches, b at generally they are regu­ 
lar and distinct. 
W hen allowed to progreBsthe 
m ucous follicles oi th e larynx soon become in ­ 
volved, and then we have added to th e other 
sym ptom s a huskiness of the voice in speaking 
or reading aloud, with a frequent effort to clear 
the w indpipe, by w hich a thick, sticky, bluish- 
colored m ucous is forced off with considerable 
difficulty. The transition from a sim ple to a 
granular sore throat is very easy. The patient 
becomes conscious of vexatious titillation, pro­ 
ducing a deilre to clear the throat several tim es 
during the course of the day. He m ay not no­ 
tice this him self, but it Is, nevertheless, ob­ 
served by his friends. Some m onths later thla 
disposition is found to have increased, and to 
be attended with an occasional desire to sw al­ 
low, the p atiu u t-to use his own words—leeling 
som ething sticking in his throat.

The rescuing party did noble 
work during the night and when 
morning came many willing hands 
(«me to their relief. Throughout the 
entire day the great cage, which had 
been repaired, made regular trips bring­ 
ing to the top of the shaft the mangled 
and torn bodies of the unfortunate 
miners. Up to a late hour last evening 
thirty-four dead bodies had been recover­ 
ed,and most of them were so badly bruised

The mine is divided in divisions east 
and west.

KEELy CO.TIE TO GKIEF. 
LeRRl C om plication» C oncerning 
III» Invention Condem ned to 
m oral Im prlionm ent 
P h i l a d e l p h i a , November 10 —The 
Court of the Common Pleas this morning 
made a rule to issue an attachment 
againBt John Keely for contempt of court, 
in not obeying the order of the court. It 
also discharged the ruling to dissolve the 
injunction as well as a ruling to open the 
sealed package which is in the bauds of 
the court, and which is said to contain a 
description of the Keely motor. It also 
continued the injunction against Keely 
until further notice. The suit by which 
Keely is thus brought to grief is one 
instituted in equity by Bennet C. Wilson 
some time ago with a view of determin­ 
ing whether Keely’s apparatus corres­ 
ponded or was identical with a certain 
motor device which Keely assigned to 
Wilson in 1879. Under the attachment 
Keely can be taken at any time and com­ 
mitted to the County Jail pending the 
pleasure of the court. The attachment, 
however, was not placed in the Sheriff's 
hands to-day. and this is regarded as in­ 
dicating that the court has no desire to 
inflict the degrading penalty of imprison­ 
ment on a man whose contempt simplt 
embodies the advice of counsel, upon 
which he acted.

The 
next day the couple took the steamer 
Los Angeles for San Pedro, and from 
there went to Colton, where they on 
Tuesday night put up at the Transcon­ 
tinental hotel. 
As they had not put in an appearance 
downstairs before noon a chambermaid 
rapped on their door, and receiving no 
responee opened it with her pass-key. 
Her eyes rested upon a terrible sight. 
The nearly nude body of a woman lay 
upon the bod. One eye and temple had 
evidently been crushed in with a short- 
handled hammer, which laid be­

her,

was 
was almost severed from her shoulders. 
The baggage had been ransacked, and 
everything of value except $12 in coin 
had been taken. A number of papers, 
her clothing and other things, by which 
she might have been identified, were 
piled in the middle of the floor and had 
been set on fire. 
Some unburned photographs and some 
letters revealed that sne had been a 
comely woman of about 20 years 
and known as Miss Katie Handorff, of 
Livermore. 
The citizens of Colton 
and San Bernardino were terribly 
wrought up over the occurrence. They 
buried the body respectably and set 
about searching for the murderer, freely 
talking of lynching Springer if bo could 
be found. Captain Leos and other mem 
bera of the detective service labored iu 
vain for traces of the fugitive.

S t . Lot i s , November 10 —A special 
from Tittsburg, K an., gives details of the 
horrible hohcaust in the shaft of the 
Pittsburg and Cherokee Mining Com­ 
pany last night. The company had more 
orders than they could fill, and had 
been running an unusually large force of 
miners. Y esterday morning 164 men 
were lowered into the mine. 
At noon 
the shots were fired all right, and later 
the m iners descended for afternoon duty 
At 5 :30 they were ready to fire shots 
again. The first shot had l>een fired, but 
before the men could be hoisted a terri­ 
ble rumbling noise was heard above, 
and a black ¿cloud 
of 
dust, slate 
and dust shot into the air from the 
mouth of the shaft, tearing away the 
tracks upon which the cages were hoisted 
and filling the shaft with debris. 
The 
explosion occurred on the east side, and 
is attributed to the inexperience of some 
of the new men. 
Before the men out­ 
side could recover their senses, one of 
the men appeared at the shaft nerly suf­ 
focated, followed by others, until a large 
number escaped. 
How many is not 
known. 
There is plenty of help at 
hand, and those at the top have devoted 
their attention to rescuing their en 
tombed companions. The fanhouse was 
only 
slightly 
damaged 
and 
first 
repaired, 
canvas being tacked over 
the holes 
that had 
to 
be 
closed. 
About 12 o’clock the fan house was 
ready and fresh air pumped into the 
m ine, driving back the poisonous gas 
and averting suffocation. 
Attention was 
then turned to raising the ribbing so that 
the cages could be lowered. 
Men lowered into the shaft by a rope 
and bucket, could accomplish nothing. 
At 2 a. m. the cage was ready to descend 
and the first rescuing paity was lowered 
into the shaft. 
Owing to bad air they 
could not rem ain long. On the first re­ 
turn 
of 
the 
cage 
it contained 
a 
number 
of 
uninjured 
but 
badly 
demoralized men. The bottom of t.:e 
shaft is badly damaged. 
It is difficult to 
get at the d ea d ; as found they were 
piled together at the bottom, while the 
living and badly wounded were hoisted 
to the top. At 4 a. m . five men had been 
rescued and at 1 r. m. more were brought 
out alive. 
At this time they struck an 
entry’ containing twelve more dead, and 
at this hour (2 i\ m ) there are twenty- 
five dead and nine wounded found, with 
twenty-five missing, 
supposed to be 
dead. 
A large num ber of the killed 
were French and Italian miners. A tem ­ 
porary hospital has been prepared in 
a blacksmith shop near by, where the 
most heartrending scenes are witneseed, 
as the mangled and badly burned men 
are carried in. 
David Tweed and W. 
El wood died soou after being taken out. 
The casualties are now being placed at 
fifty-two dead and eight injured. 
L a t e r . — A special from Cherokee, 
Kansas, says that ninety bodies have 
been recovered. 
It is believed there are 
still forty-six in the“mine. 
IJThe principal difficulty in ascertaining 
the nam es of the victims lies in the fa* t 
that there were a large number of new 
men who were not known to Pittsburg 
people, and ruanv may never be identi­ 
fied.

W H ITE NATIVES OF AFRICA. 
D e s c e n d a n t * o f t h * ~ F o o la b *

Most people who have read Rider 
Haggard’B tale of the grett white race in 
Africa, consider it the purest fiction, but 
such is not the case. 
South of Timbue- 
too and north of Kong Mountains, in the 
western part of Africa, live the Fooluhs, 
the white tribe of the dark continent. 
This tribe has good features, a skull 
modeled like that of a white man, and a 
complexion about as dark as that of the 
Italians. They were great slave traders 
in the old days, but they made a spec­ 
ialty of the finest grades of captives, and 
but few of their own num ber were ever 
transported. 
It is said that a shipload of 
them once landed on the coast of Louisi­ 
ana, and that the Creoles, refusing to 
believe them darkies, set them free and 
hung the slavers.
